DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because the crosshatching throughout the drawing figures 
is faded. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: misspelled terms 
such as "manoeuvring" and awkward phrases such as "through-going slots" and "production- 
technical" advantages. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Specifically, the claims are rejected for the following reasons: 
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The structure of the device is not clearly set forth in the claims. 

• Does the device or the container include the partition wall (claim 1 , line 4)? 

• How is the extension of the manoeuvring end formed as the sealing member 
(claim 2)? 

• There is no structure set forth defining the bracing rings or buckle locators. 

• It is unclear how the sealing member is connected to a spring element to urge it 
toward the opening. 

• Wherein the preamble sets for the device as the claimed invention and the 
container is not part of the claimed invention, how does one determine the 
underpressure condition? 

Dependent claims not specifically mentioned are rejected as depending from rejected 
base claims since they inherently contain the same deficiencies therein. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 appear to avoid the art of record and be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

5. Applicant is duly reminded that a complete response must satisfy the requirements of 37 
C.F.R. 1.111, including: "The reply must present arguments pointing out the specific distinctions 
believed to render the claims, including any newly presented claims, patentable over any 
applied references.
